(2) The departnment or any successor agency is authorized to raise
existing fees charged to the nursing assistants, podiatrists, and
osteopaths; for certificate of need; for tenporary worker housing; for
state institution inspection; for residential care facilities and for
transi ent accommodations, in excess of the fiscal growh factor
established by Initiative Measure No. 601, if necessary, to neet the
actual costs of conducting business and the appropriation levels in
this section.
